Whether all dry members will vote , 
flatly against the opening of beer J 
parlors In any district, regardless of , 
the local vote, remains to he seen.

It bad been recently understood < 
that the Liberals were prepared to , 
support a motion condemning Attor¬ 
ney -General Patrick Hustings for 
mishandling the case, but doublet!
